Unconstitutional 


Controversy over 
appointing S.I.C.

A controversy has 
arisen surrounding the new 
North Campus SIC Director 
position. Both David 
Cunningham and Anne Cowen 
ran for the position; however, in 
a separate committee consisting 
of the SGA executive board and 
former SIC directors, Cowen 
was recommended. This deci¬ 
sion held until minutes before 
the SGA meeting on April 7, 
1993 when SGA President John 
O’Donnell changed his mind 
concerning his recommendation 
for Ms. Cowen. The vote result¬ 
ed in a tie: 6 for, 6 against, and 4 
abstentions, and required John 
O’Donnell to cast the deciding 
vote. O'Donnell voted for 
Cunningham. 

Of the rest of the exec¬ 
utive board, both Ken Northrup 
and Dwight Robson decided 
against Cunningham, and 
Rebecca Rivido and Keith Neal 
voted for him. The controversy 
arose when it was found that 
Cunningham voted for himself. 
Many people felt this wasn’t 
legal, but the SGA

The plot has thickened 
in the battle for the North SIC 
Director position, see related 
article Controversy over 
appointing SIC. Wednesday the 
seventh at 5:13 p.m., student 
court met to discuss the SIC 
Director appointments. 

In the meeting, the 
entire decision of who fills these 
positions was declared "null and 
void." The minutes read, "the 
action of the SGA President in 
appointing nominees for SIC 
Directors who were accepted by 
Senate on Wednesday 31, 1993 
is deemed to be illegal in which 
it may allow for bias on the part 
of the SGA President. An 
appointment of the SIC Directors 
positions shall not be left to the 
decision of one person. The 
Student Court considers this a 
conflict of interest and illegal. 
The SIC Director^appointments 
and acceptances of appointees on 
Wednesday, March 31, 1993 is 
deemed by the Student Court to 
be null and void." 


body currently consisting of six 
student justices, and is defined 
by the SGA constitution. As it is 
worded, the Student Court is 
given the responsibility for, 
"enforcing a strict observance of 
the Constitution." The Court 
also has, "the power to declare 
any action or decision by the 
Senate, Executive Board, or any 
officer null and void if it deems 
them to be illegal." Depending 
on the definition of 'illegal', the 
Court may or may not have 
acted within their rights in mak¬ 
ing this decision. 

The real controversy 
lies in the second decision on 
this issue. In it, the court decided 
that the section giving the 
President the power to appoint 
SIC Directors, "is unconstitu¬ 
tional, illegal, and shall be 
amended by the SGA." The 
problem with this decision is that 
the Student Court does not have 
the pow er to declar e tjie con^K 
tution unconstitutional. 

It has been informally 
announced that the court has 
now reconsided its decision. 
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Students Endorse Gays Rights

Although engineering is still a 
male-dominated field that carries 
many stereotypes, universities 
are attracting more women into 
engineering disciplines, experts 
in the field say. 

The engineering indus¬ 
try is actively recruiting female 
college graduates into well-pay¬ 
ing jobs as firms try to diversify 
the workplace, and women are 
finding out that engineering 
offers a satisfying and demand¬ 
ing academic course work. But 
there are still stereotypes that 
have to be overcome because of 
the image engineering has in our 
society, officials say. 

“The stereotypes 
include the white man with an 
old slide rule and a plastic pock¬ 
et protector,” said Robby Henes, 
director of the Center for 
Women in Engineering at the 
University of California-Davis. 
“Many myths exist, such as engi¬ 
neers not being social. (They) 
can’t handle people (so they) got 
into a technical career. It is a 
male profession, more so than 
other hard sciences. It is still 
predominantly a white male 
industry, but women are making 
a lot of inroads.” 

Until 10 years ago, col¬ 
lege and university engineering 
programs attracted few women. 


That, however, is changing. 

In 1974, there were 
4,266 women enrolled in under¬ 
graduate engineering programs 
nationwide, or 6.7 percent of the 
total enrollment. In 1990, there 
were 16,674 women enrolled, or 
17.7 percent of the total. In 
graduate programs in 1974, 
1,399 women, or 3.2 percent, 
were enrolled. In 1990, 16,611 
women, or 14.1 percent, were in 
graduate programs. 

What happened in the 
past two decades was the demys¬ 
tifying of engineering both as a 
male bastion and as a boring pro¬ 
fession. There also seems to be 
confusion outside the profession 
as to what engineering is. “An 
engineer is anyone who lakes 
basic ideas of technology and 
science theories and applies 
them to the real world,” Henes 
said. 

The many different 
fields in engineering include 
environmental, ceramic, aero¬ 
nautical, material and mechani¬ 
cal. what any engineering 
undergraduate or graduate needs 
to be successful in school is a 
strong background in science 
and math. Females, however, 
bring something else into engi¬ 
neering programs, Henes said. 

“Women offer a unique 
contribution. They tend to be 
more communally oriented. 
Men put a heavy emphasis on 


grades and not sharing informa¬ 
tion or working in groups,” she 
said. “The ability to work 
together is very helpful. Women 
have a different way to examin¬ 
ing a problem.” 

UC-Davis offered an 
experimental class tilled “How 
Things Work” that was designed 
to teach women engineering stu¬ 
dents about the inner workings 
of devices such as a car trans¬ 
mission, a CD player, a washing 
machine and a car engine. 
Henes said the purpose of the 
class wasn’t to turn women into j 
mechanics, but to have them tear j 
things apart and put them back j 
together to understand mecha- | 
nism and machinery. 

Jane Daniels, director 
of women in engineering pro- ! 
grams at Purdue University in 
West Lafayette, Ind., said that a 
demand for safer and reliable 
consumer products, plus concern 
for the environment, is a big 
draw for female engineering stu¬ 
dents, especially in environmen¬ 
tal, agricultural, industrial and 
chemical engineering and con¬ 
sumer goods. This, combined 
with the industry trying to diver¬ 
sify its workplace, has created 
new opportunities for women. 

“The women who are 
admitted to the engineering pro¬ 
gram are very motivated, and 
their performance reflects their 
motivation,” Daniels said. “In

Ames, Iowa - Iowa 
State University’s student Senate 
recently passed a resolution rec¬ 
ommending that partners of the 
same sex be allowed to live in 
married student housing. 

But it wasn’t until after 
five hours of intense debate. “It 
started out very logical and ratio¬ 
nal, then it became emotional. 
There was a lot of fear. Some 
people just do not believe in rec¬ 
ognizing gay or bisexual people, 
“ said Eric Hamilton, president 
of the Government of the 
Student Body. 

The resolution also 
encourages the administration to 
allow domestic partners of gays 
and lesbians access to university 
services, facilities and insurance 
benefits available free or at 
reduced rates to spouses of het¬ 
erosexual student and faculty 
members. 

“We are the trailblazers,” 
Hamilton said. “We’re still get¬ 
ting feedback, positive and nega¬ 
tive.” 

Fair treatment of same- 
sex domestic partners has been a 
hot issue on the campus since 
last fall when a homosexual stu¬ 
dent requested to live in married 
student housing with his partner, 
was denied, and appealed to 
President Martin Jischke. Jischke 
was expected to make a decision 
on the issue after spring break.

Women & Engineering

“A few years ago we 
had waiting lists and were 
reserving rooms in the Howard 
Johnson for our students,” said 
David Stephan, associate direc> 
tor of residential life at Arizona 
State University. “Now we have 
several thousand fewer freshman 
and it has had a dramatic effect 
on our occupancy rates.” 

Arizona State and other 
campuses like it have seen a sig¬ 
nificant decline in the number of 
out-of-state students, primarily 
due to large fee hikes. Arizona 
State officials expect to save 
money by closing the residence 
halls because the university will 
be spared the price of mainte¬ 
nance staff, utilities, resident 
assistants and other huge costs. 

Concurrently, Arizona 
State plans to lure students to 
dorm life by offering quiet floors 
and study rooms for commuter 
students. Seniors will receive a 
10 percent rebate. 

“We can’s sit here 
idly,” Stephan said, “We’ve got 
to market aggressively to gradu¬ 
ate students and upperclassmen.” 

Public and private 
schools alike are shutting down 
dormitories. The University of 
Maine closed four of its oldest 
residence halls and a dining hall 
this fall because fewer freshmen 
enrolled. The number of fresh¬ 
men dropped by 15 percent in 
1992 to around 1,700 students. 

A dormitory at the 
University of Hartford closed 
following a dip in enrollment 
and transfer students last fall-the 


numbers were down about 20 
percent from the previous year. 

The University of 
Massachusetts in Amherst closed 
a residence hall with 560 beds. 
In the boom years of 1980s, both 
U. Mass and Hartford had almost 
fully occupied residence halls. 
Oregon State University closed 
two of its halls and half of anoth¬ 
er. Whitworth College closed 
two on-campus housing facilities 
last year and allowed homeless 
people to live in one of them. 

Many schools consider 
housing departments to be auxil¬ 
iary operations and not part of 
fiscal budgets. Consequently, 
dormitories must depend on rent 
to survive. If too many rooms 
are vacant, universities are 
forced to cut staff members and 
close halls to balance the budget. 

The result is that hous¬ 
ing directors now try to make 
residence halls look more attrac¬ 
tive to potential residents. 
Housing directors say that many 
students are used to having their 
own rooms with private tele¬ 
phones, cable TV and other 
amenities. Student do not want 
to live with a roommate, share 
the bathroom or eat in the cafete¬ 
ria. 

Oklahoma State 
University now offers several 
incentives to persuade students 
into choosing dorm life. School 
officials now extend discounts 
on single rooms for upperclass¬ 
men. Microwave ovens are 
available in form lounges, and 
more flexible meal plans are 
offered.

the late ‘60s and early ‘70s, less 
than a third of the women 
enrolled in engineering actually 
graduated with engineering 
degrees. But now the rate is in 
the high fifties.” 

The Washington-based 
Commission on Professionals in 
Science and Technology found 
that in 1991 women held 22 per¬ 
cent of federal jobs in environ¬ 
mental engineering, 18 percent 
in chemical engineering and 17 
percent in biomedical engineer¬ 
ing. Another study by the 
Engineering Manpower 
Commission found that women 
earned nearly one-third of the 
bachelor’s degrees awarded in 
biomedical, chemical, environ¬ 
mental and industrial engineer¬ 
ing. 

The old perception that 
women do poorly in sciences 
and math compared with men is 
changing. Studies have shown 
that women, even those talented 
in math and science, face a bias 
in education from kindergarten 
through high school that discour¬ 
ages them from entering the sci¬ 
ences. 

“Males get more atten¬ 
tion in the classroom, more eye 
contact, and are called on more 
often by teachers,” she said. 
“Males were getting more quali¬ 
tative feedback.” 

Henes’ program at UC- 
Davis serves as a support system 
for the 400 women enrolled in 
the school’s undergraduate engi¬ 
neering program and 650 women 
in the graduate program. 

But the Center for 
Women in Engineering also 
holds workshops in grades 
kindergarten through high school 
in local schools to sensitize 
teachers to the needs of female 
students and to look at “what 
their myths about engineers are. 
Teachers have their own bias

constitution and Roberts Rules 
of Order, guidelines for parlia¬ 
mentary procedure, were 
checked several times. “In the 
constitution there is no stipula¬ 
tion that says you can’t vote for 
yourself. It generally explains 
that usually you don’t vote for 
yourself but you can if you want 
to,” explains John O’Donnell. 
However, O’Donnell says he 
recommended Cunningham not 
vote for himself.” I don’t think 
it was a good idea that he did.” 
David Cunningham explains, “It 
was up to my discretion, they 
checked the rules many times. I 
consulted many people on (vot¬ 
ing for myself)- it was a big 
decision to make.”

and lack of understanding,” she 
said. 

The Society of Women 
Engineers, a professional organi¬ 
zation based in New York, has 
financed a $100,000 scholarship 
fund specifically for female 
engineering students. The soci¬ 
ety represents 16,000 profession¬ 
al women and students, and has 
chapters at 250 universities and 
colleges, and in 70 cities. 

Anna Salguero, presi¬ 
dent of the society and a 
telecommunications engineer 
with Southwestern Bell in St. 
Louis, said that women’s rising 
confidence in their professional 
abilities is a major factor in the 
increase of women joining the 
ranks in engineering schools. 

“I think the fact that 
women began feeling they could 
do anything they want to do 
started it,” Salguero said. “It 
was traditionally a male-domi¬ 
nated field. Society always 
stereotyped that men can do 
more technical things. They are 
associated with working on cars, 
pulling things apart and putting 
them back together. Women are 
just as smart in math and science 
as men, or even more so. 

Salguero said she grad¬ 
uated from the University of 
Texas-El Paso 18 years ago with 
a major in math, yet she was 
never counseled to go into engi¬ 
neering. Southwestern Bell 
Telephone trained her for her 
current position. 

Although many engi¬ 
neering graduates can expect ini¬ 
tial salaries that average from 
$29,850 to $33,650, according to 
recent surveys. Research and 
development engineers have the 
highest beginning salaries, rang¬ 
ing from $33,050 to $38,000, the 
survey found. Officials said 
there is generally salary parity 
between men and women in the 
first years of professional work. 


were concerned with was the 
fact that John O’Donnell and 
David Cunningham are room¬ 
mates. “It did come down to a 
tie- I voted for David because I 
felt he was more qualified but it 
had nothing to do with the fact 
that he was my suite-mate,” 
O’Donnell explains, “I think it’s 
a null and void issue- three other 
people in my suite voted against 
Dave, we disagreed within our 
own suite.” 

To ensure these con¬ 
flicts don’t happen again in the 
future, there is a possible binding 
comminee that will be set up to 
deal with similar circumstances. 
“I want to make sure this never 
happens again- I felt like I was 
on trial,” says Cunningham. 


FCC Levies 
Recordbreaking 
Penalty In N.Y. 

(NSNS) - The Federal 
Communications Commission 
has fined a State University of 
New York student radio station 
a record $23,750 for playing 
indecent music during afternoon 
hours. 

In January, FCC offi¬ 
cials notified station managers at 
WSUC (SUNY-Cortland) that 
they were being fined for illegal¬ 
ly broadcasting a song by rap 
artist Kid Rock entitled 
“Yodelling in the Jungle,” a 
euphemism for oral sex. 

FCC attorney Marcia 
Diamond said that this is the 
first case in which a non-com¬ 
mercial radio station had been 
fined for indecency. Diamond 
explained that the song was 
deemed indecent because it 
describes sexual activities and 
organs in patently offensive 
terms, which is not allowed dur¬ 
ing daytime hours. 

WSUC Station 

Manager Daniel Lee said that 
the fine will be appealed 
because the broadcast cannot be 
verified by station logs. 

“If this (song) was 
broadcast, it was done by a rene¬ 
gade,” Lee said. “It was done 
without knowledge of manage¬ 
ment consent.” 

Motor-Voter Bill

WASHINGTON - The 
Senate has reached a compro¬ 
mise on a bill designed to make 
voter registration easier. 

The agreement ended a 
Republican filibuster blocking 
action on the so-called “’’motor 
voter” bill, but it may set up a 
fight with the House, which has 
passed a different version of the 
legislation. 

In the Senate bill. 
Democrats agreed to Republican 
demands to place limits on pub¬ 
lic agencies where people could 
register to vote. 

Registration would be 
required at motor vehicle regis¬ 
tration offices, disability offices 
and military recruitment offices. 
States would be allowed to con¬ 
duct registration at welfare and 
unemployment offices, but 
wouldn’t be required to do so. 

Congress passed a simi¬ 
lar motor-voter bill last year, and 
former President George Bush 
vetoed the measure.

“In my view, SGA really sucks”

The Merrimack River is a raging beast. Recent deluges of 
precipitation have caused the section of the river flowing underneath 
the bridge connecting North Campus to Fox Hall to surge with a con¬ 
tinuous torrent of white water. On Thursday, April 1st, students 
crossed the bridge, back and forth, and none seemed even vaguely 
aware of the natural splendor flowing beneath them. Hardly anyone 
looked, let alone stopped to stare. Nature wasn’t enough. 

Friday afternoon, students crammed the bridge and lined the 
banks on both sides of the river, staring intently into the foaming 
madness. What provoked such a change in attitude from the day 
before? There wasn’t a Mountain Dew commercial being filmed. 
Were the large screen T.V.’s in the North commuter lounge and the 
South S.U.B. showing repeated documentaries on Existentialism? 
Maybe Emersonian essays were being secretly reprinted inside 
paperback editions of John Grisham novels. Perhaps the backward 
masking of Robert Frost poems onto Pearl Jam records had finally 
taken effect.. Was the ghost of Henry David Thoreau exorcised by 
the naturally incensed waters of the Merrimack and Concord rivers? 

The answer to all these questions, is, of course, no. Friday, 
April 2, a human body was added to the gushing furor of the 
Merrimack River. I do not know the identity of the person or the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding the incident; nor do 1 wish to print them in 
this space. I can only guess that a great deal of suffering was 
involved. UMass Lowell students and other passersby proceeded to 
make a spectacle of the misery. 

In the days since that Friday, the river has calmed consider¬ 
ably and the sky has relented its onslaught of snow and rain and even 
revealed the sun. But on that day it was cold, wet and miserable— 
like the many days preceding it. Still, this day offered something a 
little brighter to the hundreds of people who gathered, necks craned, 
along the river. It wasn’t a regatta, or a rafting exhibition; the possi¬ 
bility of flood or to simply see nature in its wild glory. It was the 
chance to catch a glimpse of a dead body. A real-life dead body. 
Students braved the cold and the elements for as long as three hours 
in the hof)es of seeing a sign of the death—a shoe being carried by 
the swift waters, maybe; but hopefully the body itself. 

“Are you kidding? This is the highlight of my day,’’ 
remarked one UML student. 

No, are you kidding? 

Police closed off the bridge. As a sideshow to the main 
event, there was a nasty car accident involving a Lowell Park Ranger 
just a few hundred yards away near the Wannalancit Mills. Later, a 
hearse joined the fire engines, ambulances and police cruisers, giving 
the spectators a near complete assortment of grief-brokering vehicles. 
All that was missing was a Ross Perot-driven ‘74 Pinto with an 
“lacocca for President’’ sticker on the rear bumper. 

“1 heard his face looked like a Belgian waffle when they 
pulled him out,” reported another student after the festivities were 
over. Everyone was gone soon after the attraction was removed from 
the waters, but the river, and the beast raged on. 

Suddenly, on this Friday, reports from Bosnia on the 
evening news weren’t enough. Pictures from Somalia couldn’t satis¬ 
fy. UMass Lowell students took time out of their busy lives for a 
taste of something more. Perhaps some blew off their jobs that they 
use to pay their tuition. Maybe others skipped classes that they need 
to work to pay for—just for the chance to see a tormented soul pulled 
from the maniacal river. 

As far away as South-Central Los Angeles or as near as 
Shaughnessy Terrace, Lowell, residents don’t have to huddle around 
a river waiting for that once-in-a-lifetime chance to witness grue¬ 
some death. They see it everyday. Gun-shots, stab wounds, drug 
overdoses. It may be a parent, a sibling, a friend, or simply the death 
of the educational opportunity that has come so naturally, so effort¬ 
lessly to most of us. 

Smoke dope? It’s okay, here’s another chance. Drink five 
times a week? I>on’t worry. Failed a test because you didn’t study? 
Just cry and moan to the professor—you’ll get a make-up. So many 
of us have come to view C’s as failing grades and F’s as outright 
insults that the entire purposes of our education has become as mud¬ 
dled as the meaning of life. We have to have it all—everything. We 
want a glimpse of the sordid, of the miserable, of death. But after¬ 
wards, just let us back into our safetv zone of Sega and Sominex. 
where a dilemma is not having enough quarters to do laundry with. 


Before ANYONE in the SGA tries to 
attack me for that statement 1 think you should 
know that 1 have indeed served a term in senate, 
and I am a very active student. So I will not toler¬ 
ate any of the standard excuses used by the SGA. 
Don’t you dare try to tell me about time restric¬ 
tions, lack of support, apathy, or any variation on 
any of these lame excuses. I will not accept them, 
nor will I acknowledge them. You represent me, 
and you damn well better listen. As far as I am 
concerned there might as well be no SGA. The 
Activities Fee Committee could just as easily dis¬ 
tribute the money as SGA and probably more fair¬ 
ly. Since you haven’t done anything else for the 
last year so you might as well be disintegrated. 
Very few people would care.

Lately 
all the SGA has represented are the views of a very 
elite few, while the interests of majority are 
ignored. The only times that the SGA has taken up 
a serious issues, banning ROTC from campus and 
fighting for more parking, it botched these affairs 
completely. Not only did SGA accomplish nothing, 
but it looked bad while it did it. 

The park-in by Cumnock was a farce, and 
not even a real aggravation to administration. Not 
only did it do nothing, it is rumored that Hogan 
looked out his window and had a good laugh over 
it, allegedly saying that he’ll have his arena and 
we’ll still be crying over parking.

Fve noticed that many students around 
campus have a relatively ignorant attitude about 
homosexuals. I heard one kid say, “All queers 
should be executed!” Can we not just have some 
mutual respect? 

The issue of homosexuality in our soci¬ 
ety is not as complicated as it might seem. For 
me, it is helpful to think of it as a gender issue.

Two guitars layered in a 
dizzying array of chords and 
notes, but never too loud or 
overbearing, combined with 
Shannon Moon’s soothing 
vocals to create a laid-back, 
singalong atmosphere where 
everyone was happy. Moon, 
complete with full beard and 
flaxen hair, kept the groove 
flowing, stopping only to plead 
for his dental safety (after chip¬ 
ping a tooth on a slamdancer- 
toppled microphone stand).
